'T^His extraordinary Enthufiaft of the 
Seventeenth Century, was born in Xon- 
don in 1582, and defcended from the family 
of Vicars in Cumberland. He was educa- 
ted in Chri/is Hofpital, London, and after- 
wards was a Member of Queens College, 
Oxford, but whether he took his Degrees, 
Wood has not difcovered. After leaving 
College he went to London, and became 
Ufher of Chri/is Hofpital, which place he 
held till towards the clofe of his Life. It 
does not appear that he was a Preacher, 



although moft of his Writings concern the 
Religious Controverfies of the Times. 

Upon the commencement of the Rebel- 
lion he fhowed his great forwardnefs for 
Presbyterianifm, hated all People that loved 
Obedience, and Afifrighted many of the 
weaker fort, and others, from having any 
Agreement with the Kings Party, by con- 
tinually inculcating into their heads llrange 
Stories of Gods Wrath againft the Cava- 
liers. Afterwards, when the Independents 
became predominant, he manifefted great 
Enmity againft them, efpecially after the 
Kings Death. 

Foulis, in his Hijiory of Plots, fays that 
He could OuUfcold the holdeji face in Bil 
Ungate, efpecially if Kings, Bifhops, 
Organs, or Maypoles, were to he the objeSis 
of his zealous Indignation. 

This indeed is a pretty juft charafter ol 
John Vicars Writings, which form a Store- 



full fraught with Jioo-footed Terms, am 
flePilie rhetorical PhrqfeSj far more that 
folid and f acred Truths, and may fitly fervi 
(if it he the Lords will) like Belfhazzan 
Hand writing on the wall of his Con/cience 
to Jirike Terrour and Shame into his owi 
Soul and Jhamelefs Face, and to und^ceivi 
his moji miferahly cheated, and inchdntet 
or bewitched followers. 

This is accompanied by a Portrait o 
Goodwin (the only one mentioned by Gran 
ger, and of courfe in great recjueft,) witl 
a Windmill over his head, and a Weather 
cock upon it; the Devil is reprefentec 
blowing the Sails; and there are othei 
Emblems fignificant of Goodwins ficklenefs 

Vicars died Auguft 12, 1652, in the 
Seventy-fecond year of his age, and wat 
buried in Chriji Church, Newgate Street. 

Wood has given a Lift of Sixteen of hij 
Writings, the moft curious of which is his

efteemed ufefuL and being fcarce is gene- 
rally fold at a very high price. It was 
panted at different times under the follow- 
ing Titles: i. God in the Mount; or, 
Englands Remembrancer, being the firfi 
and fecoTid part of a Parliamentary Chro- 
nicle, 1644, 4to.

Vicars was alfo a Poet, and in the 
Cenfura Literaria, we have an account 
and Specimen of a Work of this kind en- 
titled Mif chiefs Myfterie ; 'or, Treqfons 
Mq/ier Piece, the Powder Plot, invented

|Is Excelleacj being made 
iCaptain Geaerall by the Fai> 
Itiament over all the Forces 
Sin Eagland as was Voted by 
9lboth Houfes of the 1 2 day of 
July, 1642, protefting to live and dye with 
him. And by the firft of Augtist following 
his Excellency had loooo Men, which bee 
caufed to be committed to Officers, and 
drawne into Regiments, and fo marched 
immediately into the Field. 

The 23 of October next after was a very 
great Battell fought betweene Kenton and 
Edge-kill by his Excellency and his Army ; 
and that of the Kings led by his Majelly : 
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At which time his Excellencies army ki 
the Kings Generall the Earle oiLindfey 
Lord Auhoney, Sir Edmund Vemey, anc 
vers more; and tooke Prifoners the 1 
Willowhy, three Colonels and many 1 
dred more, and brought away i6 of 
Kings Enfignes. 

His Excellency was in the battell e: 
ged againft a great Army, where was 
King in perfon, and Princes, Dukes, 1! 
queffes, Earles, Vifcounts, Barons, Knig 
and Gentlemen of all orders, who «ng£ 
themfelves againft him ; yet his Excel 
cies Army fought moft chearfully by 
example of their Generall, whose undj 
ted courage put life into every man. 

Afterwards the Kings Forces being c< 
up to Branford and Henley in Novem 
his Excellency after feverall engagem< 
with them, and affiftance comming to \ 
from the City of London, who protefte 
live and die with him ; he forced the Ki 
Army to retreat to Oxford with the lofl 
above two hundred men. 

In Aprill, Anno 1643, his Excellency 
ing recnited, marched againe into the f 
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his Array, and took the Towue and 
rifon of Redding from his Majefty, and 

feverall defeats given to parties of the 
js Army, hee took the Town of Ciren" 
r. 

fter which his Majefties whole Army 
g againe drawne into the field, his Ex- 
ncy marched up to them, the Queene 
3 up to the Kings Army, and a great 
f with her to ftrengthen his Majefties 
y againft the Earle of JEffew ; But his 
3llencie fought with them neare New- 
, where he killed five Lords, and divers 
rs of quality, the King with the loffe of 

men, retreated to Edge-hill, whither 
Queene came to him. 
I May 1644, his Excellency defired 
Parliament to have a Committee to 
e with him in the Army, and his Ex- 
ncy made preparations to the field, and 
mtly befieged Oxford where the King 

was, and at the beginning of lune got 
J towards the Weft, the King and the 
ce being gone to Exeter with the Lord 
let, and others ; his Excellency having 
a divers Prifoners, drew his Army af- 
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ter them ; the Queene fled over into Frt 
his Excellency tooke in the Weft d 
perfons in feverall places, amongft v 
many of quality, and divers Ganifons, 

In JwTie his Excellency fecured Weym 
Taunton-Deane, Wareham, Baroneji 
Mount Stanford neare Plimouth, PU\ 
Saltafh, and Lance/ion. 

And in luly his Excellency gave a c 
to Greenvill neare Lejlithiell in Corf 
and took loo Prifouers, and killed 30 
on the place, and then tooke Tocejiei 
Foy, and did beat them from Newh 
ftill taking more Prifoners daily. 

In Augvji his Excellency fell upo 
Cornifti Brigade neare Saltafh, and 1 
through their Army, flew many of 
upon the place, tooke 300 Prifoners a 
Drakes. 

Then the Kings whole Army, Max 
and Greenvils were drawn into the fie 
Battalia, in number almoft 20000 
neare Lejlithiell, where his Excel 
daily skirmiflied with them, killed n 
took prifoners Colonell Champem 
who was fore wounded, and divers i 
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many lying 6 and eight in a heap, and upon 
defire his Excellency granted them leave 
(at a parly) to bury their dead. 

On Saturday the 24 oiAtiguJl 1644, ^^ 
Excellency appointed Major Gen. Whitcot. 
and Colonell Ware to guard the rear of Xe- 
Jiithielh and make a damme to ftop provi- 
fions from the Kings Army that way ; and 
his Excellency with a fmall party of Colo- 
nell Gawres Regiment beat off 3000 horse 
and foot from Bhzy-Bndge, appointed by 
the Enemy to ftop provifions from Millu 
JnUuBay, where his Excellency killed ma- 
ny, and took prifoners, 1 Colonell, 2 Cap- 
tames, and divers others. 

In the beginning of September, his Excel- 
lency notwithstanding that hee was over- 
powred by the enemy, yet preferred both 
himfelf and his men, forced the enemy from 
the Sea-coafts, and got fafe to the Lord Ad- 
mirall ; his Horse not above 3000, brake 
thorough the Kings Army; and his Foot 
not above 6000, though incompaifed with 
200CX) of the Kings, from Gromperond, Ene- 
dor, & Fojf, even to BlaayA)ndge, who were 
reiblved to give no quarter to our men; 
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yet they fought it out fo gallantly, ki 
two of theirs for every man that were 
untill at laft they got articles from the E 
party to have a fafe Convoy to Le/iit 
Poole and Wareham, their fick men t 
maine at Foy, and none of them be pi 

to defert their fervice to his Excellent

And his Excellency being recruite 
Septemb. from the Parliament, & in 
had his Rendezvous at Titchfield, and 
ling on the Kings rear, took almoft loc 
foners, neare Kingscleare ; and with tl: 
fiftanee of the Earle of Manche/ier an< 
Wil: Waller, routed the Kings Army i 
Newbury, and took 9 peeces of Ordns 
3CX) Prifoners, and 500 Armes.

'pHis most Noble and renowned, and as 
Valiant as virtuous and pious Patriot 
of his Countrey, being in the yeare 1642, 
made Lord Admirall of the Parliaments fa- 
mous Fleet of Ships by Tea. Firil. his (hips 
met with five of the Kings great Ships 
obflinately adhering Hill to Sir John Pe- 
nington and refufing to fubmit to the Par- 
liaments Ordinance therein ; at lall one of 
the 5 voluntarily came in, and the Other 
foure were all inforced to the fubminion of 
the Parliament, and came in under this 
noble Admirals command. 
2. Not long after, this moft noble and re- 
nowned Sea-Commander, by fome of bis 
Ships intercepted Letters (in a Vefiell ta- 
ken by fea) and fent them to the Parlia- 
raent, wherein was difcovered the devillifh 
Defigne of Dighy, D'eves. Jermin, Hyde,

3. In the fame yeare bearing 4 
of Ordnance, and had been diftrefl 
weather and driven into the Dow7 
it was taken. 

4, This moft valiant Admirals 1 
a Tobacco-fhip, wherein was dive 
taken, and one efpecially of greal 
ment to the State, fent to Captain 
a Royall Sea-Captain, which wer 
fently fent to the Pariiament ; and 
did the Pariiament great fervi 
Hull, and took divers Veffels of t 
for the ufe of the Pariiament. 

5. At Hull a packet-Boat was U 
and divers Letters to the Queen 
concernment therein, intercepted 
another Ship, taken at fea, divers 
ters from Secretary Nicholas fen 
King into Holland, were by his fh 
cepted and fent to the Parliament. 

6, In Auguji 1643, ^^^^ fhips al 
upon two brave Ships laden with 
and 50 barrils of Gunpowder for t 
fervice ; Together with a Newco) 
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with great quantity of Plate and money 
for the King. 

7. The Commander of the Sea Neptune 
and other Parliament (hips, took alfo di- 
vers Ihips bound from Holland to the King 
with much Armes, ammunition and Let- 
ters of very dangerous confequence ; To- 
gether with two brave Ships, the one Cap- 
tain Kettlehies, and the other Capt. Strode 
lings, two Royalifts, revolters from the 
Parliament, and were now fet upon in Tin- 
m(n<fA-haven, and they and their Ships 
there feazed and taken. 

8. This moft valiant and vigilant Sea- 
Commanders brave (hips took alfo a brave 
VeCTell bound for Holland from Newcq/ile 
with at leaft 4000./. hid in the Coales to 
buy Ammunition for the King; Together 
with a Brijlol (hip, called the Fellow/hip, a 
Ship of 400 tun, and bearing 24 Peeces of 
Ordnance in her, was taken by Captaine 
Smith, laden with Armes and Ammunition 
for the King. 

9. And in February, 1642, this noble 
Earles (hips had chafed a brave Dunkirk- 
(hip into ArundelUhsLVtn, richly laden with 
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Linnen cloth, 20 Peeces of Ordnance, 100 
barrels of Powder, 2000 Armes, and divers 
Commanders of quality. 

10. And Captain Swanley, one of this our 
moft noble Admirals Sea-Commanders, 
being fent by him with a fquadron of fhipfi 
towards South- Wales, got poffeffion of Mil 
ybrrf-haven, beat 1 2 Ships away from thence 
laden with bafe and bloudy Iri^ Rebels tc 
have bin landed there and for We/iche/ier, 
and both by fea & by land obtained diven 
brave and famous viftories in South Wales 
and was honoured by the Parliament witl 
the guift of a Chain of Gold of 200./. value, 
in way of the Parliaments thankfulneffi 
for his many brave Services. 

11. This noble Admirals (hips took alfc 
three fhips pretended to be laden with Pip 
pins, comming out of Fiance, but under- 
neath the Pippins laden with ftore ol 
Armes and ammunition for the Kings ufe ; 
Together with a brave Ship, which Capt, 
Owen his Reer-Admirall took, bound foi 
Dartmouths strength, with the States oi 
Hollands Convoy of fhips, but furprized by 
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that brave Sea Captain, wherein was at 
leaft 8000.Z. for the Queenes ufe. 

1 2. And Capt. lordan, another of this our 
moft famous and faithfull L. Admirals Sea- 
Commanders with his brave men of War, 
beat the Earle of Marlborough, then Ad- 
mirall of the Kings Fleet at Sea, tooke 4 of 
his Ships laden with Linneu-cloth, armes, 
ammunition and other rich Prizes. 

13. After this alfo this Noble and re- 
nowned Earle of Warwicks (hips took Holy* 
land Ifle and divers fhips, and all the works, 
Armes and ammunition therein; And va- 
liant Captain Batten Vice-Admirall of this 
noble Earl and a brave Commander, tooke 
a great (hip of Dartmouth laden with Oyle 
and Salt for Holland ; and a Dutch Galley 
valued at 8oooi. with 50 barrels of Money 
in her. Convoyed alfo by two States men 
of Warre, but made good Prizes. 

14. And in the yeare 1643, ^° Iri/h Ihip 
was taken at TFAife-haven in the North, in- 
tending to have relieved Carlile, then the 
Kings, with Armes and ammunition, but 
thus prevented; Together with a great 




fhip oiAp^/ham, driven into Lime, and there 
feazed on, worth divers thoufands. 

15. And in the yeare 1644, this moft 
Joyall and religious noble Admirall, by 
Gods fpeciall providence bringing him to 
Lime, in the time of its exceeding ftndt 
Siege and great danger of looting to Prince 
Maurice, wonderfully relieved it both by 
Sea and Land with his brave Sea-men or 
Mariners, and thereby got himfelf ever- 
lafting fame and honour. 

16. And in 1645, His moft valiant and 
vigilant Vice-Admirall Captaine Batten, 
took two Ships at Wat/mouth in the Weft, 
with 28 Peeces of Ordnance with much 
Armes and Ammunition from France, And 
with his brave ftiips relieved Melcomb-Re- 
gis, and moft bravely helped to regaine it 
to renowned Collonel Sydenham from the 
rage and fury of Generall Goring, 

17. And in the yeare 1645, ^'^^s ^^^ 
Noble Admirall was marveilous ufefull 
and affiftant to the thrice Noble Lord Ge- 
nerall the Earle of Effeoo, in the Wefterne 
Seas, by continuall fupplyes of his Land 
forces by Sea. 
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1 8. And in 1646, this forefaid moft fa- 
mous and valiant Vice-Admirall, mightily 
relieved Plymouth by Sea; and beat and 
tooke divers Ships coraming to relieve 
Poldram ; together with divers Veffels 
taken at Purbeck. 

19. Hee alfo took a Malignant London 
Ship, laden with Kerfies, and other rich 
commodities, worth at leaft 1500.Z. and a 
(hip from France with packets of Letters, 
which were thrown into the Sea, but reco- 
vered againe & fent to the Parliament. 

20. This our moft Noble Earles fore- 
faid Vice-Admirall took alfo many Ships, 
Shallops, Hoyes, and other Veffels in Com* 
wall, and about Pen-Dennis Caftle, and 
divers rich booties and Prifoners of quality 
taken in them, & thus was continuallv 
and moft victoriously ferviceable to the 
Kingdome all the time of the Warres, to 
Gods glory and his indelible honour and 
renown.

2. In OSlober 16431 ^^^ fought a moft 
brave and great battle with the Popifh 
Lord Widrington, and General! Hinderfan, 
on Bullinghrook'hill neere Hom€'Cq/ile, 
where hee obtained a moft glorious Vic- 
tory, took at leaft 1000 prifoners, among 
whom were Colonell Shelley, and Cotonell 
At/res; and as many were flain, among 
whom was Sir George Bowles, and many 
other brave Commanders and Gent, of 
quality; about 200 horfe were taken, and 
135 Standards, and 1500 Armes. 

3. Upon the obtaining of this moft fa- 
mous Viftory, hee pofleft himfelfe of the 
ftrong Town of JSorue-Cii/ile, and took 
all the Armes* and Ammunition therein ; 
together with the City of Lincolne ; and 
Town q{ Gainsborough alio, ^with abun- 
dance of Armes and Ammunition in them 
alfo. ,. 
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4. Memorable alfo (to the hone 
this Noble Lord) is that valiant anc 
lant circumfpection and providence < 
in preventing that dangerous rifing 
of Infurre6tion beginning to grow gi 
and about Layjialke, by fome moft ei 
Malignants there, which had not th 
ble and renowned Generall fent ft 
his forces thither timely to fup 
might have hazarded all thofe Ej 
parts of the Eingdome.

8. Hee re-took the City of LincoJne 
with about 3000 Armes, all the Enemies 
Colours^ good (lore of Ammunition and 
5 or 6 peeces of Ordnance ; and re-took 
alfo Gainsborough Towne by ftorme with- 
out any loffe of his men, whereby all ii»- 
colnjhire became wholly cleered of the 
Enemy. 

9. Hee alfo took J3i^Zfew-house (which 
brave AUshury Garrifon had atteempted 
but could not eflfect) where hee tooke above 
200 prifoners, 12 barrels of powder, and 
proportionable Match, all their Armes, and 
about 50 horfe : this being a mod fmgular 
good fervice for the eafe and comfort of the 
whole County of Buckingham/hire, which 
was almoft quite wafted and exhaufted by 
the plunderings and continually inforced 
contributions which were raifed by this 
Garrifon and Oxford forces. 

10. This moft Noble and renowned Earle, 
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mIIm tiuHddm Cttdlo. and 6¥a/€ 
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alfo with all the Annes and AmmunitioD 
in them; Together with Wingfield^Man^

Garrifon'd Towne called NeW'B'i 
where hee bravely beat the Enemy, 
divers in the skirmifti, took prifoners 
8 Gentlemen of quality, about 40 
mon fouldiers, and got very much A 
and Ammunition. 

4. After this, this noble Earle of t 
ford chafing and hunting that infole: 
bellious and fiibtile Fox, Sir Ralph JEL 
from Brijioll and Exeter, hee drove 
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theevifh Sculker back again into Cornwall 
with great lofle of his Atmes, Ammunition, 
and Ordnance. 

5. And in Febntary, 1643, ^^^^ Noble 
Earle with his forces fell upon about 2cxx5, 
at the leaft, of his Cornifh Enemies at 
Modbury, where Sir Ralph Hopton had 
ftrongly intrenched them, but out of which 
their trenches they were (with the helpe 
of the Devon/hire Clubmen) moft bravely 
beaten, and forced to fly, leaving behind 
them at leaft an 100 dead on the ground, 
and twice as many wounded, where they 
took 5 peeces of Ordnance, about an 100 
Muskets, neere 80 prifoners and at leaft 
40 horfe. 

6. After this alfo, this noble Earle fell 
fiercely upon Hopton in his quarters be- 
fore Plimouth, and forced him to forfake 
them, leaving behind him for haft, one of 
his greateft peeces of Ordnance that bee 
had in his Army; And thus this noble 
Earle proceeded moft fucceffefully againft 
the Parliaments Enemies, till bee returned 
to the Parliament upon other State employ- 
ments.

TN January 1643, '■'^'^ ma^ nob 
renowned Lord Gencrall David J 
Karle of Lcren in Scotland, firft m 
out of Scotland from Harwich into £h 
and led on an Army of about at le 
thoafand horfe and foot, to help tht 
againit the mighty and mifchicvout 
mies of oui" Religion and liberties 
that in the very niidll of the biltere 
deepeft froft and liiow that men 
march through, even to jull admi 
with fmgiilar linccrity, faithfulueffi 
titude and love unto us never to be 
ten, but ever to bee reglltered will 
rafters of Gold in gratitude to Go 
them. 

2. In this his famous and faithful! 
through many and mighty diflicultii 
difturbances, hee came to Alnwick 
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Morpeth, 2 Garrifon Townes in the way 
from Barwicke to Newcq/ile, and foone 
furprifed them and took alfo the Hand 
of Cocquet, which was yeelded to him at 
the first charge, where hee took in all the 
Armes and Ammunition, neere upon 200 
prifoners in it, 7 peeces of Braffe Ordnance, 
and provifion of ViSual for almofl: one 
whole yeere. 

3. This moft noble and renowned Generall 
I having with great hazard and difficulty 
paffed his Ordnance and Artillery over the 
River Tyne, which was then (by Gods 
providence) extreamly frozen even fo as to 
beare the weight of them (and which had 
it not been fo, hee could hardly any way 
have brought on to be ferviceable to him) 
hee then (being new come to Newcci/ile 
and had befieged and fummoned it to yeild) 
took Sunderland, a usefuU and strong Gar- 
rifon'd place, with all the Armes and Am- 
munition therein. 

4. Hee with almoft incredible patience 
and fufferance of hardfhip, lying in the 
field in batalia about 3 miles diftant from 
Sunderland, with the hardineffe of his 
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brave Scots, fo vexed and mouldred 
Earle of Newcq/iles Army then lyin 
the field facing one another, but not 
king one ftroke, that hee made the 
Earle of Newcajile filently fteale a^ 
with the loffe (at that time) of at 
8CX5 horfe and men; yet, I fay not 
ftroke being ftrook between them. 

5. Hee purfued the faid Earle of 1 
caftle with his brave Scotti/k force 
Durham, which alfo hee took with all 
Armes and Ammunition in it. 

6. Hee alfo took Hartlepoole and I 
ley Caftle with all the Armes and Ann 
nition in them, in his Viftorious pur 
of the (then) fugitive Earle of Newcc 
who durft not ftand to fight with him. 

7. Hee alfo with his moft valiant 
Viftorious Sonne Major Generall D 
Lesley, were fpeciall Aftors and In 
ments in the obtaining of that gloi 
Viftory againft Prince Rupert at Marj 
Moore. 

8. Hee alfo was a moft famous 
faithfull Agent and Inftrument of our 
taining the great and ftrongly fenced 
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f Yorke, with all the riches, Armes, Am- 
lunition, and Ordnance in it, both in the 
)ity and Caftle thereof. 

9. In the yeere 1644, hee alfo, after a 
aoft tedious and ftrong Siedge before 
Vewcci/ile, at laft most Viftorioufly took 
t by a terrible ftorme, with all the Arraes, 
Ammunition, Ordnance, Prifoners (which 
eere very many & great ones too) and the 
ilenteous provifion therein of all forts; 
mt this moft noble and renowned Gen. 
iiflfered not his honeft Scotti/^i fouldiers 
pillage, plunder or fpoile any Townf- 
Qans goods, or to hurt their perfons that 
tood not out in open oppofition & Armes 
gainft them, but ufed them all with fingu- 
ar curtefie and civility, to his high honour 
nd ever moft deferved praife. 

10. This moft noble and magnanimous 
>rave Commander not long after took the 
trong Caftle within Newcq/ile Towne,

I. TN November 1642. this moll noble 
and reuowned Patriot of his Country, 
the valiant Lord Fairfn.c was by the Par- 
liament made General!, or Commander in 
;cluefofall the Northerne Counties of the 
Kingdom, and was invelled with full power 
of Martiall-Law to compell the Royall 
Mslignants and FapiRs of Ihol'e parts to the 
obedience of the Parliament. 

In December 1642, this thrice noble 
Lord encountred the Earle of Newca/tles 
Army, of about 8000 horfe and foot, with 
fmall Army of not above 2 1 00 foot and 
7 troupes of horfe, at a Town call'd Titd- 
cafier, about 8 miles from Yorke, where 
hee flew 200 of the Enemy on the place, let 
fire on two houles where at lead 20 Papiils 
were burnt to death thereby ; and the faid 
AtheiiUcall Earle of Neivcaftle was bravely 
beaten.

Sir lohn 
tfeldrum, obtained a moft glorious Viftory, 
ind among many others, took a moft brave 
ftnd great peece of Ordnance, called the 
Queens Focket-Fiftoll. 

6. In February 1644, this valiant and

Warres, the King being, then, in difcon- 
tent departed from his Parliament^ and at 

Yorke ; and there underdanding that the 
Parliament had fet the Militia on foot, for 
the fafe-guard of the Kingdome, and more 
particularly in the City of London; and 
that the Parliament (at the defire of the 
faid City) had made this famous and faith- 
full old expert Souldier, their Major-Gene- 
rall of all the City forces, in May 1642. He 
prefently direfted a letter to him, to require 
and command his perfonall attendance on 
his Majefty at Yorke, all excufes being fet 
apart. But^ he mod loyally acquainting 
the Parliament therewith, was by both 
Houfes of Parliament inhibited from going, 
and by an Ordinance of Parliament or 
three feverall Votes for his indempnity, in 
both Houfes, was cleered from any legall or

I 4« In NmxmAer, 1642, this noUe and 
^renoirned bnTe Chriftian ftmldier was 
I made Seijeant c-Geneia)l of all tbe 

I Pailiaments forces for the defence of the 
JKingdome, under the moft noble and re- 
nowned Lord GeDerall Robert Earie of 
JSffex, his Excellency deceafed. 

5. About December 1 643, this brave Com- 
mander, with a party of impregnable-hear^ 
ed and renowned l^oman^-like Landm 
fouldiers, and valiant and Yidorious Nor^ 
ampton forces, moft couragioufly ftormed 
Grafton houfe in Northampton/hire (a place 
of very great ftrength and confequenee» 
and the Queenes own Joynter) which after 
much hard fervice and many moft furioBi 
aflaults upon it, they moft Yiftorioufly 
obtained, and took prifoners therein, Co* 
lonell Sir lohn Dighy (a ranke and moft 
aftive Papift, and Brother to that areh 
Traytor, George Lord Dighy) Colonell Sir 
Edward Longervile, and 5 Colonels mere, 
above 300 common fouldiers, 600 Armes, 
6 peeces of Ordnance, 80 brave horfcibe- 
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fides many brave Saddle-horfes, with very 
many other rich fpoyles, which were left 
to his Souldiers for their encouragement. 
6. In September 1644, the main body of 
the Parliaments foot forces being necefli- 
toufly left in a noofe (as it were) or cor- 
ner of Cornwall, in the remoteft part of the 
Weft of the Kingdome, under the com- 
mand in chiefe of this our mod renowned 
Vertuous and valiant Commander (of whom 
I may not here, efpecially, forget that moft 
memorable Adagie, as it were, that, Hee 
liv'd like an Angell, Pray'd like a Saint, 
and fought like a Lyon) and being there 
reduced to fuch a ftraight, as that the enemy 
hoped, now, to have made them all their 
bloody prey; and which this brave Com- 
mander obferving, and that they muft of 
neceflity, either bafely yeeld to ignoble 
and flavifh Captivity, or elfe fight and die 
honourably, which laft, he moft magnani- 
moufly choofmg, fo admirably encouraged 
all the reft of his fouldiers thereunto, both 
by his couragious and Chriftian refolute 
ipeeches and exhortations, and alfo by his 
invincible fpirit and perfonall example. 
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that after a moft fierce and bloody i 
they forced their own conditions thn 
the death and wounds of many of 
bloodeift enemies, and in fpight of all i 
adveriaries g^reateft power and forj, 
moft noble Commander moft bn 
brought them all off with their livefi 
honour preferved. and to the enemies j 
lofle and fhame in the iflue. 
I 7. And here alfo, wee may not fi 
I that moft brave piece of fervice perfoi 
(about Aprill 1645,) ^J *^^ ™®tt ' 
godly and gallant Commander, in redu 
and felling the new Moddel'd Arm^ 
divers regiments both of horfe and 
upon that great change and alteratio 
the former unruly Army (at leaft in 
opinion of moft men) which after a 
excellent fpeech unto them, and by his 
grave, godly, and difcreet managinj 
things among them, bee fo fweetly £ 
and compofed as was even to admira 
and was a great and moft grateful 1 w 
to the Parliament and whole Kingdom 
things then ftood. 
8. And in the moft furious and fai 
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battle at Nazeby^ in Northampton/hire, 
about the midil of June 1645, ^^^^ ^^^ 
virtuous and valiant Commander having 
bin a moft eminent a£ior and inftrument 
(under God) of obtaining that moft glorious 
and Kingdome-Crowning Yidory, there 
received (among divers other wounds) one 
moft deepe and dangerous wound which 
was credibly reported to be about 8 inches 
long in his body on the left fide, under his 
Ihort ribs^ by a bullet which had moft dan- 
geroufly battered his Armour and broken 
and beaten a piece of it into his belly, 
which lay long there to his great continued 
pain, fo that there was no fmall fear of his 
I precious life. And it was credibly reported 
that the King himfelfe ftiould fay (in a 
kind of confolitary way, to himfelf) when 
he heard of this, ITiat though he had loji 
the Vi&ory at Nazeby, yet Skippon was 
slain. But praifed be God it proved other- 
wife. 

9. After this renowned Commander had 
lyen a while at Northampton Town, or 
thereabout, for the drefting of his wounds, 
and it being held fit (by the Parliament, 
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who took tender care over him) to ra 
him thence to London, for the more 1 
foil cure : This brave Gentleman I 
with all eafieft convenience, put in 
horfe litter to be brought to London, 
comming to Islington a Town a little : 
than a mile from London ; It pleafet 
Lord that it (hould fo fall out (to the gr 
fetting forth of his Power and Provide 
that in the faid Town, a great Mai 
Dog, on a fuddain, ran moft fiercely oni 
houfe, fell furioufly upon one of the h 
that carryed the Litter, got the horfe b 
Stones, behind, made the horfe, thei 
fling and fly about, and beat and fiiak( 
Litter up and down, too and fro, in a 
dangerous manner (baking the good 
tlemans forely wounded body thereby, 
ready continually to overthrow the I 
and greatly endanger the noble Gentle] 
life ; All which while there being nc 
(ible meanes to beat off the Dog, or i 
him leave his hold of the horfe, till the 
him through with a Sword and kitl'd 
which as foone as they could, they did ; 
fo brought this noble Gentleman* tc 
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houfe in Bartholmewes the great, where, 
notwithftanding all this (the Lord had fo 
admirably enabled him to beare this terrible 
brunt) being laid to reft in his bed. Prayers 
fent up to God for him in all the Churches 
in London, and fpeciall care had to the cure 
of his wound, by Gods blefting on the in- 
duftry and fidelity of the honeft and Re- 
ligious Chyrurgion Mr. Trapham, who at 
length by Gods mercy, got out a great 
piece of a rag of his waiftcoat, which had 
been beaten into his body, by his Armour, 
through the force of the bullet, and lay 
fettering in the wound, but thus got out, 
in Gods good time, a perfefcl cure was made 
of it. Thus it was made manifeft to the 
whole World, that God had gracioufly 
referved him unto yet fome more glorious 
worke for the honour of his great Name, 
and the good of his poore Church. 

lo. About the midft of September follow- 
ing, 1645, ^^^ brave City of Bri/ioU being 
taken from the Royalifts, it pleafed the 
Parliament to refle6t on the former con- 
ftant faithfulnefle and high merits of this 
renowned Commander, and fo to honour 
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him (as he deferved) as to make hii 
vernour of Brijioll, where, alfo he cj 
himfelfe moft pioufly and prudently, 
in point of Religion, and of Martia 
cipline, to the great honour of Go< 
good of the City . 

11. Since which alfo, the Parli 
moft defervedly ftill eying his pru( 
piety, and fidelity to the State> made 
of him, with a power of about 3000 
and Dragoones to bee a convoy fc 
2cx)000./. to Newcujile, for our loya 
ever to be beloved Brethren of Scot 
And immediately after chofe him ( 
nour of Newcqfile alfo, giving him 
to fubftitute a Deputy-Governour ( 
City of Bri/ioll, and himfelfe to I 
Superiour Governour thereof, notwitt 
ing. 

12. And fmce all this, to adde a yei 
glorious luftre to all thefe honours, 
God had thus conferred upon him; 
noble Commander, being moft 1 
honoured in the hearts of the peopl 
was chofen by them a moft worthy mi 
of the houfe of Commons in Parlia 
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yet again^ now, at laft (and yet, I hope, 
Lot the laft) as if the God of Heaven 
ided to make him one of his fpeciall & 
Jiar favourites, he hath put into the 
t of the Lords and Commons in Parlia- 
t, to make choice of him to bee their 
fhall-Generall of all their forces for the 
effed Kingdome of Ireland this prefent 
e 1647. I^ which fo Supereminent a 
e of honour and action, the God of 
»6 be with him, the God of Counfell 
Courage guard and guide him, and lead 
on Conquering and to Conquer, until] 
ilfo hath perfected Peace in that poore 
^ome. Amen and Amen. 
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The mojl eminent ASlians and mq/i famous 
and fortunate Performances of that moft 
generous Gentleman, and as mrtuous as 
valiant and HeSiorean^hearted hraw 
Commander in Armes Edward Mafleyi; 
Lievtenant Generall of the hor/e for the 
mq/i honourable Parliament of England, 
in the Kingdome of Treland. 

I. T^His noble and renowned Gentleman 
having heretofore been an Appren- 
tice of London (as to the high hononi 
of that moft famous City be it mentioned, 
his moft famous fellow Citizens and Com- 
panions in Armes, thofe brave Sonnes ol 
Bellona, renowned Major Generall Brown, 
now an honourable Commiffioner with 
the King at Holmby, much honoured Co 
lonell We/i Lievtenant of the Tower oi 
London, and brave Colonell Harvey an 
honourable Member of the Houfe of Com- 
mons likewife were) but being (then) { 
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Sparkie-fpirited Adive and logenious young ; 
Gentleman, aud by his (ludioiis dexterity , 
ibecomming a molt expert Engineere and! 
I valiant Souldier and Commander in forreign i 
I parts, and by the good hand of Gods all- 
wife difpofall, returning home to his own 
native country ; and here alio, in the yeere] 
164.2, in the late bloody broyles of our 
Kingdome, having fliewn himfelfe a moft 
brave Souldier and expert Commander, and 
obtaining (by his precious merits and ac- 
tivity, in thole our homebred uncivill Civill- 
Warres) the place and honour of a Colonell ; 
was foon after by noble and renowned Sir 
i William Wallers meanes and high recom- 
mendations of him, moll worthily and hap- 
ipily made Governour of the ftrong Towne 
lor City of Gloncejier. 

j 1. This moll noble and renowned Com- 
I mander had not long continued in the gal- 
jlant Government of this forefaid brave 
I City, but that the King himfelfe in the 
top of his turbulent and truculent Warre 
(being mightily fleOit with the taking of 
Bri/ioll a little before) would needs in his 
intfflided way to London (onely as a viati- 
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cum) take Glouce/ier into his poffeffion with 
a moft powerfull and wrathfull Army gave 
the faid City of Glouce/ier a moft unkind 
regreet and violent vifitation. But this moft 
nohle and undaunted Goveraour Colonell 
Maffey, gave his Majefty fuch a ftop, and 
walk't his horfe there fo long, and enter- 
tained his King, with fuch deferved harfli 
and courfe welcome with Cannon and Muf- 
ket ftiot, as that hee (maugre all the might 
and malice of that moft formidable Army) 
hee made his Majefty leave the bones and 
loofe the heart-blood of many of the beft 
and braveft unbidden and unwelcome guefts 
before Gloucejier Wals ; and at laft (with 
the happy help of the moft noble and re- 
nowned Lord Generall the Earle of Effex 
and his brave London forces) enforced the 
King to relinquifli this hoped fat morfelU 
and to depart extreame hungry and angry ; 
being thus, both back-beaten and belly- 
beaten, to Gods etemall high praife and 
glory be it everlaftingly remembred, to this 
moft noble and renowned Colonels indelible 
fame and honour, be it mentioned, and to 
the unutterable joy and comfort of the whole 



Eingdome, efpecially (which was at that 
time in a mod low and languifhing, yea in 
a mod drooping and dying condition, as 
ever it was in the whole time of that mod 
wofuU War, from the firft to the laft) be it 
for ever in deepe and broad characters of 
golden gratitude regiflred and recorded. 
I 3. After this, in the yeere 1 643, the Roy- 
alifts refolving ftill as much as poflibly they 
could to gird up Gloucejter with Garrifons 
on all fides to tire and ftarve it up if it 
might be, but this valiant and vigilant 
Govemour, ftill cropt and lopt all their fub- 
tileft defignes, in the very bud ; As firft hee 
dealt with Colonell Vavafor at Tetvksbury, 
in December 1643, ^^^^ immediately after 
this with Sir lohn Winter, whom hee 
bravely beat out of Newnham, and foone 
after alfo out of TF(>ff(?w-Garrifon, to his great 
loffe and terrour. 

4. In Fehrtmry following, hee beat Sir 
Henry Talbot in his own quarters at Shep^ 
flow, took him prifoner, and a brave prize 
befides. In March following he beat his 
neighbour enemies about 8 miles from 
Gloticejier, and took much and rich fpoyle 
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from them; Again fomidly beat Sir 
Winter in the Forreft of Deane ; and ^ 
nell Min alfo in his own quarters oi 
borders of Wales. 

5. In May following 1644, bee \ 
moft foundly fcourged his Popifh n 
hour Sir lohn Winter in Newnham, 1 
hury, and Little-Deane in GloucefieTj 
beating them in their own quarters, 
taking many prifoners and prizes from 1 

6. In lune following, bee took Ben 
Cattle in Gloucejierjhire with all the 
nance, Armes, and Ammunition .th< 
Malmeshury alfo, with two Sonnes 
Earle of Barkejhire in it, 28 Officers, 
8 peeces of Ordnance, 400 Armes^ 
other rich prize ; together with Chip 
ham ttrong Garrifon, with all; the A 
and Ammunition therein, which he 
fhortly after. 

7. And about the fame time, bee 1 
Teukshtiry alfo, flew in the taking 
Colonell Godfrey, and a Quartern 
General], took Lieutenant Colonell 
prifoner, together with divers other 0£ 
and fouldiers and very much prize. 
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8. In Auffu/i following, Generall Minne 
plundering and fpoyling the Country not 
farre from Glaucejier, this noble Colonell 
underftanding thereof* went forth and 
bravely encountred him, and after a hot 
skirmifli, (lew the faid Generall and other 
Officers, and about an loo common foul- 
diers, took prifoners, i Colonell, i Major, 
7 Captaines, 3 Lieutenants, 5 Enfignes, 
12 Serjeants, and about 300 common foul- 
diers, and much other prize. 

9. In September 1644, hee took by a 
brave Stratagem the Towne and Caftle of 
Monmouth in South Wales. And fhortly 
after bravely beat the Royalifts at Betsley. 
where hee took the Governour thereof and 
10 Commanders, a 160 common fouldiers, 
and all the Ordnance, Armes and Ammu- 
nition therein. And upon the Pari, certain 
intelligence of thefe this moft renowned 
Colonels famous and Yi£lorious performan- 
ces, both Houfes of Parliament conferred 
and fettled upon him and his heyres for 
ever (as a prefent encouragement of his 
fidelity and brave fervices) 1000./. a yeere of 
Sir lohn Winters eftate in Glouce/ier/hire. 
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lo. About the middle of OBohe 
this magnanimous Colonell under 
that Sir lohn Winter, that adivc 
had again endeavoured to fortifie t] 
fiderable paflage of Beeckly or 
where he had formerly well cudgel 
he mod couragioufly fet upon hii 
alfo again, but now with extrai 
hazard of his precious life ; for in t 
of the fight, his horfe by leaping 
overthrew hira to the ground, ^ 
Musketier of the enemies parly fo 
ceiving, fuddainly gave fire upon 1 
by Gods good providence he mift hi 
which he alfo feeing, and being ft 
neere him, as foone as he had dif 
hee turn'd the butt end of his Mus 
ftrook fiercely at this brave Coloi 
with the force of the blow ftroofa 
head-piece (all this being fo fuddai: 
that the Col. had no time to com 
great danger he was in) but now i 
the Lord (whom it feemes moft eviA 
this mighty danger & deliverance, i 
his God referved for yet fome mo 
hon. work for his further glory 




Churches good, juft as it was, though in 
another kind, with his famous compeere 
renowned Gen. Skippon) it now, I fay, 
pleafed the Lord to give this noble Col. 
fuch an undanted fpirit and renewed cou- 
rage, that he fuddainly recovered his feet, 
mftantly charged the Musketier, & kilFd 
him on the place, & very fpeedily after 
obtained a moft memorable Viftory over Sir 
I. Winter, forced this his grand adverfary 
to tumble down a (leepe hill to fave his life, 
but in danger to have broken his neck, took 
many Commanders, Officers and common 
fouldiers prifoners, flew divers on the place, 
took 8 barrels of powder, 8 peeces of Ord- 
nance, with many horfe and Armes, and re- 
turned home laden with as much honour 
as rich fpoyles and prizes. 

II. In December alfo 1644, this moft 
renowned Colonell did bravely beat the 
enemies horfe which came from Bri/ioll, 
about 8edhury in Gloucejierjhire, taking 
very many of them prifoners, together with 
great prizes. In March following 1 645, he 
alfo foundly beat another party of Brijioll 
Cavaliers, took Colonell Roberts, a great 
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Malignant Royaliit of Herefar4/h\ 
foner, and divers other Officers in 
and common Souldiers. 

12. And about the latter end < 
1645, ^^^^ ^^^ ^^^ renowned and u 
gable a6live Colonell took the mof 
Town of Evejham by a terrible ftc 
(harp as (hort ; took in it prifoners, ( 
Robert Legg, the Govemour of the 
Colonell Fojier, and Lievtenant ( 
Bellingham, Major TraviUian, i 
tains, 17 Lievtenants, above 20 i 
Officers^ all the Ordnance^ Armes a 
munition therein, which was very n 

13. About the midft alfo of lul^ 
ever to be honoured Colonell Maffi 
now, (for all his forefaid brave fen 
and about the City of Gloucejier,) 
Parliament, honoured with the ti 
place of Major Generall of the \^ 
parts of the Kingdome, was He who 
head of his Army^ ftrook the firft c 
ing blow at that brave fight and 
Viftory at Langport, which was 
through fire and water ; in which 
which hee (heere) gave the enemy 
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indeed* brake the heart of General! Gorings 
Forces) he took at leaft 5 or 600 prifoners, 
and at leaft 300 horfe. After this alfo, hee 
gave the firft, moft furious and fucceflefull 
on-fet upon Tivertan in Cornewall, which 
was obtained by a remarkable (hot of a 
Cannon* admirably breaking the Chain of 
the draw-bridge of that ftrong Caftle where- 
by it was taken. 

14. And now, at length, the Lord his 
God, to adde more luftre to the fplendour 
of all his famous performances, and to 
Crown him with more honour, moved the 
hearts of his well-affe6led people to make 
choice of him, for a moft worthily honour- 
able member of the houfe of Commons in 
Parliament, yea and to adde yet one more 
fparkie Diamond of honor unto the Crown 
of all thefe his moft illuftrious Ornaments 
of honour, the Lord, I fay (ftill manifefting 
the faithfulnefle of his infallible word of 
Truth, I Sam. 2. 30. Thqfe that honour me, 
faith the Lord, I will honour) put into the 
hearts of our moft renowned Parliament, 
to choofe him, now (with his moft renowned 
Colleague in Armes brave Marftiall Generall 
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Skippon) to be Ticivtenant General 
their horfe in the Eingdome of 1 
For whom, as for the other my h 
Prayers are, that the heavenly L 
Hojis would be a Sun and a fhield 
alfo, and to gird him with all hone 
renowne, courage, counfell, and go 
cefle, unto the compleating of a 
peace in that Eingdome alfo.

'pHifi moft valiant and rucceflefuU Patriot 
of his Country was blefiwl by God with 
many memorable and famous Victories over 
bis Countries enemies, as tirfl in the yeare 
1642, In notably beating that Arch Malig- 
nant enemy of thofe parts. Sir Thomas Alton 
neere Namptwich, utterly routing all his 
forces, taking about 100 of his fouldiers 
prifoners, nith many horle and Armes, and 
making Sir Vincent Corbet fly in a pannick 
feare for his life. 
2. Hee beat him againe moH foundly at 
, Middlewick, where he took prifoners. Sir 
Edward Mo/ebj, Colonel Ellis, divers Lieu- 
tenant Colonelis and Majors, i 1 Captaines, 
moft of all his field Officers, about 600 
Souldiers, 2 peeces of Ordnance, many 
Arms, all his bag and baggage, his Army 
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wholly rooted, and Middtemnick fi 
poflefled by this noble and TidoriouB 
rnander. 

3. He alfo obtained a mod fiunooi 
tory over the Earle of NarihamptM 
was flain in the fight, and diyers 
Commanders and Officers flain and 
prifoners. 

4. He alfo bravely beat the E. of J 
at Stockton heath ; And Sir Vincent i 
alfo a fecond time at Draigkton in I 
,fhire, and took from him many pri( 

horfe and Armes. 

5. And in the yeere 1643, ^^ ^^^^ 
verhampton, and Whitchurch in Skroj 
by a terrible ftorme, Stafford Towi 
Caftle alfo, and Ecclefhall Caftle, wi 
the Ordnance, Armes, and Ammuniti 
them, and much other rich prize and 

6. He bravely beat the cowardly L. < 
at Lappington, and at Leighbrid-ge, 
he put him twice to retreat and rout 
many of his men, and forced him 
into Shrewsbury for fhelter; he alfc 
Holt bridge by ftorm, a ftroDg Garri 
the enemies ; with his taking of Wrei 
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in Wales, Hawarden Caitle, and Gu/anna 
houfe a ftrong Garrifon of the enemies in 
Wales. 

7. He won a moil famous Yidory of the 
Lord Capell and the Lord Byron at NampU 
wick Siege; and Sir Thomas A/ion alfo, 
where he routed all Byrons Irifh forces, 
took Major Generall Gibson, Sir Francis 
Butler, and divers other eminent Com- 
manders prifoners, together with 2cxx>eom- 
mon fouldiers, and bloody Iri//i women, 6 
peeces of Ordnance, above 20 carriages, all 
Aeir bag and baggage, and where were 
(lain in the fight about 300 of the enemies, 
EUdd Byron himfelfe forced to fly into 
Ckejier. 

8. He alfo beat the enemy forely at Welfhe^ 
ooole in Montgomery //lire, together with 
Sir Marmaduke Langdale at Malpaffe in 
Chefhire, in Augufi 1644, where he flew 
ind took many eminent Commanders and 
Officers, and brought them prifoners to 
Namptwich. 

9. At Tarvin alfo he moft magnanimoufly 
)eat the enemy; and flew CoK Marrow, 
i moft peftilent Atheifticall Royalift; and 
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drove the enemy alfo out of Warrall Hand, 
and fetled firmly many Garrifons in thofe 
parts. 

10. This moft renowned Commander ob- 
tained a moft glorious Yidory over his 
enemies at Montgomery Caftle» at the re- 
lieving of noble Sir Thomas Middletons 
forces befieged therein, where he put the 
enemy, being then very ftrong, to a totall 
rout itnd flight, took prifoners Major Gen. 
Sir Thomas Tildsley, Major Gen. Broughton, 
lievtenant Col. Broughton, Major Wil' 
liams, 19 Captaines, 23 Knights, and Gen- 
tlemen, 2'i Cornets and Enfignes, 57 Ser- 
jeants, 6 1 Corporals, 1 1 Drums, 5 Trum- 
pets, 1480 common fouldiers; flew two 
Lievtenant Colonels, 7 Captaines, with 
many other Officers, 500 common fouldiers, 
and took their Armes and Ammunition, 
bag and baggage. 

11. Hee alfo took the Town and Caftle 
of Leverpoole, with all the Ordnance, Arms, 
and Ammunition therein ; and had Angular 
good fuccefle in preventing a dangerous 
defigne of Prince Rupert and Prince Mavr 
rice to have pafled their forces through 
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1 Che/hire into Lancqfliire, againft our Bre- 
thren of Scotland in the North. 

12. Hee alio took the brave and (trong 
Town and Caftle of fihrewsbunf, with all 
the Ordnance, Armes and Ammunition 
therein, with very many riches, prifoners 
And prizes, 

13. Hee alfo routed the Kings forces at 
Denbigh, in Anno 1645, and tooke 400 of 
the enemies prifoners, about 600 horfe, and 
many of the enemies (lain in the fight. 

14. He alfo took the ftrong Caftle of 
Beejion with all the Ordnance, Armes and 
Ammunition therein ; and alfo took the 
ftrong and confiderable Town and Caftle of 
Wejichefhr, by compofition or treaty, with 
all the Ordnance, Armes and Ammunition 
therein, which were very many, and much 
other rich prize. 

15. He alfo took the Town of LeichJkU. 
And obtained a moft glorious Vitiory over 
the Lord AJIiUt/, the laft and greateft prop 
of the Kings party at Stow in the Woulds, 
where he routed the faid Sir lacob A-/hleys 
whole Army, took the Lord Afliley him- 
selfe prifoner. with divers other eminent 
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Commanders^ about i8cx) common fou 
with all their Armes, Ammunition 
and baggage. 

1 6. After this hee took Tithury ( 
with all the Ordnance, Armes and A 
nition therein ; together with Dudley 
alfo (a mod (Irong and almoft impre§ 
Caftle, in the yeere 1646) with a 
Ordnance, Armes and Ammunition tl 
alfo. 

17. And at lad after a long Sie§ 
valiant and Viftorious forces took - 
fields ftrong Clofe, where hee took pri 

7 Colonels, 6 Comiffioners of Arr 
Lievtenant Colonels, 8 Majors, 32 
taines, 1 5 Lievtenants, 8 Cornets, 9 Ei 
2 1 Efquires and Gentlemen of quality 
common fouldiers, and all the Arme 
Ammunition therein; And thus 1 
fpeciall inftrument of ending Viftoi 
thefe our unhappy and unholy Civill 
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Sir William Waller, Knight, 

Sargeant Major Generail. 

T^His moll magnanimous valiant and vic- 
torious brave Commander in Arms, Sir 
William Waller, one of the moll impreg- 
nable ofifenfive and defenlive Wals of this 
Kingdome under God, did in the yeere 
1642, (at the beginning of our intefUne 
and moft uncivill broyles.) i. take the 
ftroDg and conliderable Towne of Vorif- 
mmth and SoM/ey-CalUe, with all the Ord- 
nance, Armes, and Ammunition in them, 
which was very much. 

1. He took alfo Famham Caftle, with 
divers eminent prifoners in it, and all the 
Ordnance. Armes & Ammunition therein ; 
together with about 4.0000 J. in money and 
Plate, befide lingular good pillage for his 
fouldiers, which he gave them freely. 

3. He alfo. with brave Colonell Browne, 
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foundly beat the Lord Grandifon neere 
Winchejter, took him prifoner, together 
with his Lieutenant Colonel), Serjeant Ma- 
jor Willis, and between 40 and 50 other 
Commanders and Gentlemen of quality, 
. about 6cx) horfe, 200 Dragoones, 600 Arms, 
and great ftore of other pillage* and tooke 
the City of Winche/ier alfo at the fame 
• time. 

4. He took Arundell Caftle in Suffix alfo, 
by ftorm, and all the Armes and Ammimi- 
tion therein. 

5. He took the City of Chichefter like- 
wife, with Sir Edward Ford high Sheriffe 
of that County for the King, a moft defpe- 
rate Malignant, Bifhop King, as bad as 
the worft. Sir lohn Morley, together with 
many prime Commanders, and at leaft 60 
other eminent Officers, very many brave 
horfes, about 400 excellent Dragoones, with 
3 or 4CX) foot fouldiers. 

6. And in the yeere 1643, ^^^ admirable 
brave fervice to the Parliament in the Weft 
by a flying Army of horfe about Salishury, 
Wilt/hire, and Dorfetjhire, to the great ter- 
rour of the enemies where ever he came. 
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id Stratagem, and took therein at leafti 
X) prifoners, befides 3 Colonels, i Liev-. 
nant Colonell, i Seijeant Major, 6 Cap- 
ines, 6 Lievtenants. 6 Enfignes, i Comet, 
Quartennaders. and great llore of Annes 
id Ammunition. 

8. Hee alfo, mod undantedly (with the 
elp of renowned Colonell ^tajjej/ then 1 
ovemour of Ghucejter) set npon 2000 of 
le Kings Wellh forces iu the Forrell of| 
)eane under the Command of the Lordi 
lerbert. heat them out of their trenches, [ 
sw about 600 on the place, took 400 of 
lem prifoners, took 6 Troopes of as brave 1 
jrfe as all England could (hew ; almoft all 
leir Armes and Ammunition, together 1 
ith 5 peeces of Ordnance. 
^. And immediately after this, advancing 
ward Teuksbun/ (fo terrible was the very . 
ime of Sir William Waller, that) the 
hole Garrifon of Sir William Rufl'ell high 
leriffe of Worce/}er lying (then) there,; 
id hearing of his approach, fled away with ' 
lely 2 Drakes toward Worcejier, and left 
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iht fad Town to oobte Sir WUSmmM pnee- 
aUe po6efiBocu 

lOw After all this hee moft Yidorioolfy 
marehgd with hk forces into Wales, took 
J Troopes of horfe comfdcatlj aimed from 
Prince yiamrice ; And took HigJuuBm, and 
tocJt therein at leaft 1444 commoa faoUiers 
prifoners well armed, and at leaft 150 
Commanders and Gentlemen of quality. 

1 1« He alfo as undantedly as Yictorioofly 
marched forward in Wales, and took the 
Townes of Xeyrnham, Roff-bridge, Mat^ 
mouth and Chep/iow, with all the Armes 
and Ammimition in them all. 

12. This mod refolute and renowned 
brave Commander, took alfo the Towne or 
City of Hereford, and in it at leaft 20 per- 
fons of quality ; the chiefe whereof were 
the Lord Scvddamore and his Son, Sir 
Walter Pye, Sir fVilliam Crofts, and Sir 
"Richard Cave, with divers other gallants of 
worth and quality ; and upon at leaft 2000 
Arms. 

13. He took alfo the Town of Lemfier 
about 1 2 miles from Hereford, a moft Ma- 
lignant Towne but very rich and of great 
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confequence to the Parliament; with all 
the Armes, Ammunition, and rich pillage 
therein. 

14. He foundly beat Sir Ralph Hoptons 
forces in the Weft, between Glafenhury and 

Wells, recovered all the loffe which Colonel 
Popham and Colonell Stroud had received 
by them; flew about 250 of the enemies 
on the place and chafe of them, forely 
wounded Prince Maurice himfelfe (who 
was in the fight) and beat him twice off 
from his horfe, and very narrowly efcaped 
from being taken prifoner, tooke divers 
Gentlemen of worth and quality prifoners, 
and fo retreated with much honour to 
Bath where Sir Williams quarters were. 

15. He moft admirably beat Hopton in 
the Weft, at that famous fight at Tugg-hill 
neere Sherborne, and Marffifield, where 
was flain the Marquefle of Hartfords Son, 
Sir Bevill Greenvill of Greenefield, 2 Liev- 
tenant Colonels, i Serjeant Major, 6 Cap- 
taines, and other Commanders and Officers, 
above 200 common fouldiers, and 300 more 
mortally wounded. 

16. He took the Lord Saulton, a Scotti/h 
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Pc^iifli PriloDer, on the coaft ci Smffex, 
thea landed from France with 4000.L and 
dhrerB letters of great importance, which 
he lent to the Parliament. 

1 7. He again moft braTely beat Sir Balpk 
Hopiom and the Lord Cra/ord at AUam in 
Surrey, totally routed their whole Army, 
by Haptaiu own confeflion in a letter of his 
fent to noble Sir William, wherein were 
Gain aboTe 40 of the enemies, among 
whom was Colonell Bowles ; he took 700 
prifoners, befides icx> in a Bame and a 100 
more in the field, whereof at lead 500 took 
the Covenant and fenred the Parliament, 

\ his prizes taken, were neere 2cx^ horfe^ and 
j icxx> Armes, among bis prifoners were 
one Colonell, one Lievtenant Colonell, one 
; Major, 1 3 Captaines, 3 Comets, and much 
j other rich prizes, and took the Town of 
AulUm alfo, with all the Armes and Am- 
munition therein. 

18. He bravely befieged and took agais 
Arundell Caftle in Su/Jea:, wherin he took 
prifoners. Sir William Ford high Sheriffe 
of Suffex, a moft defperate Malignant* Sir 
Edward Bi/hop, Colonell Bamfield, with 
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other eminent Gentlemen of quality, above 
1 50 Reformadoes, 1 200 prifoners with their 
Armes, divers expert. Kngineeres, and at 
ileaft 4000./. in money and Plate, with great 
iftore of other rich prize and pillage. He 
alfo here took a brave Dunkirk fhip of 
great burthen, wherein were 20 brave brafTe 
peeces of Ordnance, 100 barrels of powder, 
2000 Armes, great ftore of Ammunition, 
divers Commanders, and other perfons of 
quality, and a great quantity of Linnen 
cloth to a great value. 

19. He alfo with the help of renowned 
1 Major Generall Browne, terribly beat the 
Kings forces at Aljfurd under the Comand 
of Sir Efifpb Hopton, where the L. John 
Brother to the Duke of Lenox was llain, 
and at lead 500 more, and divers both 
.Knights and Gentl. of great quality taken 
prifoners, and after all this took in Win- 

\chejler againe. 

20. He foundly beat the enemy at £a2m^- 
1 houfe, took divers Officers and Commanders 
prifoners, and at leaft 1000 fheep and other 
fat cattel, & a confiderable fum of mony 
which they had gathered in the Country. 
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21. He purfued the E. in his flight (in 
lune 1 644) out of Oxford and frighted him, 
and his followers in a long chafe; andj 
took Shvdleff Caftle by ftorme, in the way,' 
where hee tooke prifoners. Sir William] 
Mourton, lievtenant Colonell Sayer, 2 
Serjeant Majors, 4 Captaines, 7 Lievte- 
nants, and divers other Officers and Com- 
manders, 289 common fouldiers, 80 horfe, 
two Drakes ; many (lain in the aflault on 
the enemies fide, but not one of Sir Williams, 
a rare mercy and lingular prefervation, and 
thus this mod renowned generous General! 
went on Conquering and to Conquer.

I'PHis moll famous anJ faithfull Patriot 
I of his CouDtry. and moll aflive and 
heroyik-hearted brave Commander, being 
awortby Gentleman oi Pemhrookefhire, and 
by Gods good Providence, by the arrivall, 
lof that gallant and brave Sea Commander 
ICaptaine Swanley at ^iT/ord-haven, being 
jmuch afiifted and encouraged now to (lir 
in the defence of this his poore County 
almoll overrun with the MaUgnant Wellh 
Gentry there, efpecially by the wicked and 
'Atheifticall E. of Carberie, firft put himfelf 
I into Armes, with the forefaid brave Cap- 
taine Swanley, and the valiant Major of 
Pembrooke, a very loyall & pious Gentl. 
to the Parliament and his diftrefTed Coun- 
try, and with what help the well-aflofted 
gentry and Commons of that County could 
poflibly afford them, he firll fell upon a 
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ftroog hold or Garriibii oi the enemies 
called Stock-pooh, whidi after 8 homes 
aflaolt he took into his pofleflBon, with all 
Uie Arroes aod Ammunition therein. 

2. He marched thence to another ftrong 
Garrilbn of the Earl of Carberies called 

; Treffhin, within a mile of T^fnlnf, out of 
'' which the wicked Earle of Carberie himfelf 
' ifltied with about 200 horfe and foot, feem- 

ing defirous to relieve the (aid Garrifon, 
I but this noble Colonell foon beat him thence 
; with the roaring of bis great Ordnance, and 

he prefently took the faid Garrifon, with at 

lead 45 horfe therein, and above an 140 

Armes. 

3. After this having a little refrefht his 
now fairely increafing forces at Pembrooke 
Town, bee marched to a ftrong Fort upon 
Milfordrhaven mouth called the Pyll, which 
having befieged both by land and by water 
(with the help of brave Captain Swanleyes 
fhips and valiant Sea-men) he foon made 
the Enemy cry for quarter and furreuder it 
up, wherein he took above 200 Armes, i8 
peeces of Ordnance, 240 common fouldiers, 
26 Officers and Commanders, and two good 
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Ihips befide, the one called the Globe of 
£ri/ioll, with twelve peeces of Ordnance in 
her, and the other called the Providence. 

4. After this he marched toward Haver- 
fordweji, and in his approach thereunto, fo 
frighted Sir Henry Vaughan, and Sir John 
Stepney, then Governour of the faid Towne, 
that hee looking forth to fee if hee could 
difcover his Enemies comming, faw about 
halfe a mile off a heard of black Bullocks 
with white homes (as they ufed to have) 
comming toward him in the field, which 
being all in a clufter, fo amazed him, that 
hee ranne to the head of his forces, and 
fwearing a moft defperate great Oath, cryes 
out to his fouldiers The Roundhead Dogs 
are comming, at which report, they all ran 
away as faft as they could drive each other 
before them, throwing away their Arnies to 
fly for their lives, and thofe that had powder 
threw it into the River, that fo the Round- 
heads might not make ufe of it againft them ; 
and by this meanes the Town ofHaverford- 
weji, being moft difgracefully forfaken, this 
moft noble Major Generall took it moft eafily 
with all the Armes and Ammunition in it. 
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5. Then he marched with a brave increafe 
of his Army and Artillery toward Utiljf, 
where felling on on both fides of it, and 
after a very (harpe and terrible ftonning of 
it^ took both the Town and the (almoft 
impregnable) Caftle by aflault, wherein hee 
took 3 or 4cx> prifoners, as many Armes, 
and 7 peeces of Ordnance, with all the other 
Ammunition and provifion therein, which 
was very much. 

6. From thence he mod couragioufly 
marched to Carew Caftle, which after a fierce 
aflault he alfo took, with all the Ordnance, 
Armes, and Ammunition therein; and 
therewith confummated a full and total! 
reduction of all the Malignants and infulN 
ing dif-aflfefted party of all Pembrooke/hire, 
to the obedience of the Parliament. 

7. Not long after this, the Earle of Oar- 
berie and the Lord Gerrard of thefe parts 
joyning together in a body of Wel/h and 
Iri/h Papifts, and entring into Pembrooke' 
/hire, this moft valiant and vi6iorious Com- 
mander with the ftrength of the County, 
marched toward them, fell moft coura- 
gioufly on them, put them to the rout, and 
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in a fliort fpace made them fly, and did 
great execution oq them ; and in this fight 
took and (lew at lead 500 of them, tooke 
alfo from them many Armes and Carriages, 
with mofl: of their baggage. 

8. This noble and brave fpirited Com- 
imander having thus now moll compleatly 

. cleered that whole County of Pembrooke of 
iall its Enemies, the Parliament in way of 
ithankfuInefTe, and as a gratuity and encou- 
ragement, and trophic of honour, for all 
bis famous and faithful! fervices, made him 
Major Generall of all South Wales, and 
'bellowed upon him all the ellate of one 
John Barlow of Sleehridge, Gentleman, a 
defperate Malignant and Popi(h enemy to 
the Parliament, and to his heyres for ever. 

9. After all this, this mod noble and 
couragious Commander perilled in the 
profecution of his valiant performances in 
thofe parts, and took divers other Townes. 
Caftles. and ftrong holds of the Enemies, 

lin thofe parts, even till the totall conclufion 
i of this late unhappy Warre. 

10. And lallly (which 1 should have 
inferted before) this moll couragious Com- 
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being inf«iiied that ColondlGawi 
had befieged Cardi^am CafUe, whereof 
▼aliant ColcHiell Lmes was (then) Gofer- 
oour, and had fisnt to this oar noble Major 
Geneiall for his aid and affiftance, he ac- 
cordingly came thither with confiderable 
forces, and notwithfianding great diflBcolties 
which he met with there, moft conragionfly 
he fet upon him, moft bravely beat him» 
patting him to a totall ront, made great 
execution upon his forces, took and flew 
350 of them, at leaft 2cx^ of them being 
foand dead on the ground, he alfo took 600 
Arms and 150 prifooers, among whom were 
divers Officers and men of quality, and 4 
Brafle peeces of Ordnance.

T^His mod valiant and couragious Com- 
mander in the yeere 1645, bcii^g a moft 
j aftive and vigilant Patriot of his perifhing 
and much impoveriflied Country in the 
Northern parts of the Kingdome^ and hav- 
ing in the deepeft times of thefe late defpe- 
rate Wars ingaged himfelfe in Armes for 
the good of his Country, and underftanding 
ahout the moneth of September 1645, ^^ 
the Kings refolution to Relieve the City of 
Wejichefter, at that time long and ftrongly 
belieged by the Parliaments forces, this 
moft noble and renowned Commander moft 
undefatigably undertook a tedious and moft

pleafed the Lord to Crown him there n 
I glorious and moft famous Yidory, whe 

at laft put the Enemy to a totail ront^ 

where were flain 2 Lords, whereof th< 

was the Lord Bemhard Earle of Leick

the Kings neere Kinfman, Sir Bryam 
pleton, one Colonell, one Lievtenant • 
nell, with about 4cx^ Officers, Commao 
and common fouldiers, befides what 
flaine in the purfuit, which was confid 
aflured to make up in all neere upon 
they alfo took prifoners about 1 5cx^, wl 
were Sir Thomas Dahridgecaurt, Sir Th 
Gore, Colonel Thomas Wejion, Son t 
£arle of Portland, and 6 more Col. 7 
tenant CoL 5 Majors, 19 Captainei 
Lievtenants, 7 Comets, 19 Gentlem 
his Majefties Life-guard, 20 other 64 
men, 5 Trumpeters, and 4 Quarterma 
2000 horfe, great ftore of Armes, 1 
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good pillage for the fouldiers; upon the 
intelligence of which moft glorious Viftory, 
the Parliam. fent 500.Z. as a token of the 
Kingdomes thankfulnefle to this noble 
Major Gen. 

3. After this he did much admirable brave 
fervice in the North, and parts of York/hire, 
as the long and tedious Siege of PontefraB, 
which at length he took, with all the Ord- 
nance, Armes, and Ammunition therein. 

4. After this alfo, in November following, 
hee tooke the moft ftrong and allmoft im- 
pregnable Garrifon of Thelford houfe, by 
a moft fierce and furious ftorme, wherein 
were flain by the Enemies own obftinacy, 
difdaining to aske quarter, and defperately 
refolving to fight it out, at the laft, loft at 
leaft 1 40 of them. 

5. He took alfo WortonAxowk, a ftrong 
Garrifon in thofe parts, which he took by 
compofition, and therein 150 Armes, 40 
Pikes, 3 barrels of Powder and ftore of 
other Provifions. 

6. He took alfo Welbeck^hovik a ftrong 
Garrifon, being the Marquefle o(Newcq/ile$ 
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houfe^ which alfo was taken by compof 
and furrender on Articles. 

7. Hee took alfo Skiptan Caftle w! 
was likewife furrendred upon Article 
Agreement. 

8. And after a long and tedious Siege 
and our deare and loyall Brethren of i 
land, took that mod ftrong Town and ; 
mifchievous Garrifon of Newarke, wit! 
the Ordnance^ Armes^ and Ammuni 
therein, which was very much and i 
this being alfo furrendred upon Artich 
Agreement.

Sir Thomas Middleton, 

Major Gener all of North fFalea. 

T^His moft valiant and renowned Patriot 
" and brave Commander Sir Thomas Mid- 
dleton, firft, being in Che/hire with his 
moft famous and faithful! Achates or deere 
companion in Armes, noble Sir William 
Brereton, and having taken Holt Caftle, 
Harden Caftle, and the Town of Rexham, 
with all the Ordnance, Armes and Ammu- 
nition in them. 

2. Noble Sir Thomas went out with a 
confiderable party into Flint/hire, where he 
furprized and took the Town and Caltle of 
Mint, with all the Ordnanccj Armes, and 
Ammunition therein. 

3. He alfo took the Town and ftrong Fort 
of Mqftin. with 4 peeces of Ordnance and 
much other Armes and Ammunition, wherby 
hee and Sir William were enabled the 
more ftrongly and fecurely to Ganifon their 
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' (boldiers in all the Towns aboui Ckefter, 

; fiir the infi&fiing tberrof ; the Coantij oom- 

ming in unto them, as alfo niiidi of Uie 

Gentry ci note and quality, and that with 

mnch willingnefle and freenefife. 

4. And in September 1644, this brave 
Commander being in the County ^ Mount- 
gcmerjf in Wales, a part of his Army fell 
npon Hew^Tincn in Mauntffomeri/kire, not 
far from Mauntgomeiy To¥ni, where he 

itook Sir ThomdLs Gardner, and his whole 
Troope of horfe, 28 prifoners, befides 36 
barrels of powder, fome (lore of Mateb, 2 
horfe Colours, and one Quartermafter. 

5. Immediately after this, he with his 
whole Army fat down before Mountgamery 
Caftle, and fummoned it to be furrendred 
unto him for the ufe of the King and Pari, 
which the black L. Herbert (for fo he was 
termed) prefently upon the faid firft Sum- 
mons furrendred upon faire & hon. termes 
without any further troublefome contefta- 
tion, and fo he became Mr. of this Caftle 
with all the Ordnance, Armes, and Am- 
munition therein, although it was as ftroiig 
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a Caftle as any in the Kingdom whatfoever^ 
or in all the Principality of Wales. 

6. He alfo took Badcq/ile a very ftrong 
and confiderable Garrifon, with all the Ord- 
nance^ Armas, and Ammunition therein; 
And the enemy out of Leigh Garrifon, not 
farre from Bifliops-cafile in Wales, and took 
the Lord Leigh, Baron of Dunfmore, whom 
he fent prifoner into Radcq/ile ; and beat 
the enemies out of another ftrong Garrifon 
called Leighall, the houfe of Sir Pelham 

I Corbet, the whole Country comming in unto 
this brave Commander moft fully and 
cheerefully, not willing to beare Armes 
againft him. 

7. He alfo upon the borders of Mountgo^ 
merj/Jhire, bravely beat the enemy neer 
unto a place called Mathaven, where he by 
his forces under the command of valiant 
Captain Farrer difcomfited 1000 of the 
enemy, and put them to flight, purfuing 
them three miles together, and flew at leaft 
20 of them in the chafe, took 60 of them 
prifoners, 1 2 Officers, and above 100 Armes; 

I and after this took the Garrifon atMathat>en- 
! houfe, which he burnt down to the ground. 
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! that fo it might no longer infeft tfie Com 

; thereabout as it had done. 

I 8. He alfo had a Principal! hand and 
a prime Acior, in that moft famous Yii 
obtained oyer the enemies at their be! 
ing of Montgomery Caftle, where hee, 
William Brereton, and Sir lohn Meldi 
a moft famous Commander (ince deces 
and renowned Sir William Fairfax ( 
was flaine in this fight) utterly routed 
whole Army of the enemy confifting c 
leaft 5000 horfe and foot commandec 
the bloody L. Byron, where this moft n 
Commander, with his brave compeerf 
Armes aforefaid, flew at leaft 5cx> of 
enemies common fouldiers on the gro 
tooke neere 1500 prifoners, among w 
were Colonell Sir Thomas Tilsley, \ 
Major General!, Colonell Broti^hton, 1 
tenant Colonell Bladwell, and Major 
liams, 9 Captaiues, 1 7 Lievtenants, i Q 
termafter, 3 Comets, 22 Enfignes, 52 
geants, 5 7 Corporals, 1 1 Drums ; they 
alfo at leaft 2000 Armes, all their Carrie 
neere 20 barrels of powder, and thus 
tained a moft glorious ViQory. 
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9. He alfo had a prime hand in that brave 
Viftory obtained over the enemy at 0/wef 
try» where he utterly routed the enemy, put 
them all to a fhamefull flight, flew very 
many of the Enemies in the purfuit of whom 
they had full execution, and overfl:rewed the 
wayes with flain bodies, took prifoner Fran- 
cis Lord Newport, Son and heyre to the 
Earle oi Newport, Major Manly, and Major 
Whitney, Captain Swinnerton, 20 Wel/k 
Gentlemen of quality with divers other 
Officers in Armes, 32 Troopers, 2 peeces of 
Artillery, 7 Carriages, whereof one laden 

I with powder, 200 common fouldiers, where- 
' of moft were Wel/h men ; and very many 
armes of thofe that were flain and taken 
prifoners, and which were gathered up on 
the high-way es, and in ditches, after the 
I fight. 

10. He alfo hath fmce moft Victorioufly 
gone on conquering and to conquer in N. 
Wales, and taken divers other Townes and 
Caftles in Wales, and brought them into 
fubjection to the Parliament, and been a 
fpeciall meanes under God, to reduce all 
thofe parts to a peaceable condition.

T^His moft gallant Gentleman being i 
brave fpirited Citizen, and was fent b] 
the Parliament into Kent, in the yeen 
1643, ^^^ ^^® appeafing of a defperate an< 
dangerous Infurreftion, raifed and fomente< 
in that County by the Malignants, the ill 
affefted Gentry and common people there 
where he managed things with fuch fingu 
lar prudence and proweffe, that in a ftioi 
time, he put the main body of them t 
flight about Seanock^ took 200 of ther 
prifoners, found about 1 2 flain on the place 
befides many whom they had fecretly cor 
veyed away ; and by this meanes he wit 
the fpeedy help of fome of the well-affe6ie 
Gentry of the County, foon appeafed thj 
Rebellion over the whole County. 
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a party of horfe toward Farringdon Gi 
(on, where he took their whole Cour 
guard prifoners ; and immediately after 1 
27 horfe-load of Come, Cheefe, and oi 
provifions going to Oxford, whereof 1 
had (at that time) very great need. 

5. He alfo beat the Oxonians neere 1 
a Town called HedingUm, where he t 
4 or 5 Carts laden with provifions for 
ford, refcued 2 or 3 Carts of provifion gi 
to Ahhington, (lew 7 or 8 of the Oxon 
on the place, that had taken them, 1 
between 30 and 40 prifoners of thern^ 
their chief Commander ; refcued alfo, t] 
fome of ours ; and the Oxford prifoners t 
taken, being found to be moft of them ] 
and bloody Iri/li, hee prefently han 
according to an Ordinance of Parliamei 

6. He alfo took at Chalgrove, a Tow 
miles from Oxford, provifion going 
Oxford, with 6 peeces (or Pipes) of Sj 
and the Wine-Cooper with them ; and 
mediately after, overtook a Waggon la 
with Sugar and other good provifions, gc 
to Oxford, which alfo he feized on and ; 
to Ahhington to make his fouldiers mei 



he there alfo took several packs of fine 
cloth going thither together with the horfes^ 
flew an Irijh Major refufing quarter, and 
took 19 or 20 good horfes more in another 
confli6l with them. 

7. He alfo beat the enemy at a place 
called Buckland, who were going to JPar- 
rington, whom he overtook, bravely fought 
with them, & difcomfited them, took a Cap- 
tain prifoner, with 3 Officers more, and 10 
other prifoners, and immediately after this 
met with a company of the enemies com- 
ming from the Devizes, fell upon them, put 
them to the rout, took a Colonell prifoner, 
a Serjeant Major, 3 Captaines, 3 lievte- 
nants, and divers other prifoners, befides 
many horfe and Armes, and fent them all 
fafe to Ahhington. 

8. About lanuary in the yeere 1645, ^® 
fent out a party of this his moft aftive Gar- 
rifon, againft fome Wallingford horfe that 
were plundering and pillaging abroad in 
the Country, whom at lafl they found and 
bravely encountred and in the confli£i took 
Lieutenant Col. Lour (then Deputy-Go- 
vernour of Wallingford) with fome other 
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oflkers and prifoners of note. to<A 50 of 
their borfe, riders and Armes» and alio ret 
coed 30 horfe of ours, which the enemy had 
taken before in other places, and thus con- 1 
tinnally weakened and impoverifiied all the 
enemies Garrifons round about him, prov- 
ing ever (by the great mercy and goodnefle 
of the Lord) mod fucceflefull againft them. 
And to adde luftre and honour to all thefe 
his famous performances, he was chofen a 
moft worthy Member (and fo honourably 
continues) of the moft honourable Houfe of 
Commons in Parliament; and now at laft 
is one of the honourable Commiflioners, 
Guardians, or attendants upon his Majefties 
perfon at Holmehy in Northamptonfhire.

nnHis moft valiant, a6tive, and fucceflefull 
Commander was a principall ador and 
inflrument in the admirable taking of the 
brave and ftrong Town of Shrewsbury, 
which had long time been a pernicious 
receptacle for the Royalifts, wherein hee 
took prifoners. Sir Michael Emit/ and his 
Brother, Sir Richard Lee Barronet, Sir 
Thomas Harris Baronet, Sir Henry Frede- 
rick'Thin Baronet, Sir William Owen, Sir 
lohn Wild, Sir Thomas Lifter, 1 1 Efquires, 
2 Lievtenant Colonels, i Major, 2 Dodors, 
8 Captains, 15 Gentlemen, 3 Ancients, 4 
Sergeants, 9 or 10 other Officers, and 
about 50 other prifoners, 15 peeces of Ord- 
nance, many hundreds of Armes and divers 
barrels of powder ; all Prince Maurice his 
Magazine ; the Town and Caftle, & all the 
works about them ; with divers Carriages, 
bag and baggage of the laid Princes. 
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2. He by a party of his forces fent out 
under the command of his Lievtenant Colo- 
nel! Goldgay, at Cherk in Shrop^fhire, took 
27 fpeciall good horfe from the enemy,; 
under the Walls of the Town, and took 24: 
of the Enemies prifoners ; hee tooke alfo 24; 
more fmgular good horfe from the Enemy ' 
at Shraden in Shrojp/hire, even under the 
workes of the Town. 

3. He alfo had a principall hand in giving 
the enemy that famous defeat neere Dew- 
biffh Gaftle, as they were going to relieve 
Wejlchejter, wherein he moft couragioufly 
put the enemy to a totall rout, took be- 
tween 5 and 600 horfe, and above 400 foot, 
flew above 100 on the place, and purfued 
them 6 miles, doing great execution upon 
them all the way, fo as in the evening of 
that day there was not above 100 left in a 
body together, and about 2400 horfe and 
foot. 

4. And about the midft of Fehrtiary 1643, 
he bravely beat the enemy in Chefhire (who 
had a defperate defign againft our Brethren 
of Scotland) where he foone difcomfited and 
routed a whole Regiment of them, took 
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60 good horfe, two of Sir Richard Fleet- 
woods Sonnes, Commanders in that Regi- 
ment, and other Officers, 50 foot fouldiers 
prifoners, and above 100 Armes. 

5. He alfo had a prime hand in that brave 
defeat given to the Enemy neere Dudley 
Caftle, where they were moft bravely routed 
and put to flight, 100 of them flaine on the 
place, 1 7 perfons of quality were taken pri- 
foners, befides very many common fouldiers, 
and many good horfes taken, with many 
Armes and Ammunition. 

6. And in March 1 645, he took Shroarden 
Caftle, a very ftrong Garrifon of the enemies, 
with all the Armes and Ammunition therein; 
and took in alfo the ftrong Garrifon of High- 
Archall in Shroj^/hire, with all the Ord- 
nance and Ammunition therein alfo. 

7. And in the yeere 1 646, this moft valiant 
and Viftorious brave Commander tooke 
JRii^Am-Caftle alfo, in North Wales, with 
all the Armes, Ammunition, bag and bag- 
gage therein, and in the time of his being 
thereabout, beat the enemy againe out of 
Denbigh Caftle, and took prifoners 4 Cap- 
taines, i Lievtenant, 2 Comets, divers 
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Gentlemen and common fouldiers^ 40 horfe, 
many Armes, and 7 or 8 flam on the plaee» 
and their Commander in chief Captain 
Cottinffham. 

8. He alfo took the Town and Caftle of 
Camarvan, being a very ftrong Garrifon of 
the enemies in North Wales, which hee 
took by furrender, with all the Ordnance, 
Armes and Ammunition therein; he alfo 
immediately after took the very ftrong 
Town and Caftle of Beau-morris, with all 
the Ordnance, Armes, and Ammunition 
therein ; and the Parliament in way of 
thankfulnefle and juft encouragement of his 
loyalty and famous performances, made him 
Governour thereof, and gave him a Com- 
miflion accordingly with full and ample 
power to Govern the fame. 
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
